DOVLESTOWN. 


It has been" a number of years since the 


political situation in Bucks county has 
presented so many interesting features as 
during the present campaign. It is be- 
lieved here that matters are adjusted in 
satisfactory shape, and that the Repub- 
lican party in the countjr of Bucks will 
go to the polls practically united. It is 
also believed that while the Republican 
convention to be held here on Monday 
will be a large gathering there will be 
no demonstration against 
the present 


members of Assembly, at least not to the 
extent of attempting to nominate new 
men. There is no doubt' but that mat- 
ters looked a little squally a week ago, 
and it would have required but little to 
precipitate a serious fight, even involving 
the District Attorney matter. 
Party 


leaders hero attribute much of the bad 
feeling to the mugwump papers that have 
been casting aspersions at the so-called 
Quay faction in the county, but the 
journals referred to have been warned to 
keep quiet and the opponents of the As- 
sembly have taken a dispassionate view of 
the situation and have determined that 
nothing is to be gained by a fight within 
the party . Something of a sensation has 
been created throughout the county by 
the publication of the circular accredited 
to John L. DuBoie. Esq., candidate for 
District Attorney, and the circular was 
first interpreted to mean that there had 
been an organization of the Quay men 
effected and that a storm was brewing. 
It appears, however, that Mr. DuBois 
launched the circular on his own responsi- 
bility, though he may have been advised 
by others to pursue that course. 
The 


publication of the article led to a dis- 
cussion-of the legal aspect of the case, 
and rumors were abroad to the effect that 
Mr. DuBois would be prosecuted for vio- 
lation of an Act of Assembly prohibiting 
the printing and circulating of documents 
of that character when anonymous. This 
added some fuel to the flames, and was 
followed by Ihe declaration that William 
0. Mayne, of Bristol, ex-Sheriff Alonzo 
Nicholas, of Doylestown, and John G. 
Weinberger, of Milford, would enter the 
arena as candidates for Assembly. These 
statements were quite as surprising to the 
men who had first seriously contemplated 
opposition to the Assemblymen as they 
were to the friends of Messrs. Edwards, 
Winner and Wilkinson, for, to cut the 
story short, neither Mr. Mayne .nor Mr. 
DuBois were ever considered prominent 
factors in^the proposed opposition to thfe 
Assemblymen, or in the light of leaders 
or candidate. Without meaning any dis- 
respect to these gentlemen, it is fair to 
state that their prominence in the matter 
is regarded here as the outcome of a desire 
to get into the front rank in case more in- 
fluential and experienced men should 
organize for a fight. The latter have de- 
cided, however, to abandon the contest, 
which leaves Mr. DuBois and Mr. Mayne 
practically alone with the circular and 
their personal ambitions. The circular 
and Mr. Mayne's ambition will soon be 
forgotten unless the friends of the Assem- 
blymen are so indiscreet as to keep the 
matter stirred up. The candidacy of ex- 
Sheriff Nicholas is regarded as a joke 
somewhat after the fashion of the one 
the Sheriff sprung here a few years ago 
when he became a candidate for a local 
office in the Democratic Second ward of 
Doylestown. 
In other words he is having 


some fun with credulous people. 
Mr. 


Mayne was in Doylestown.on Monday and 
stated that he was not a candidate for 
any office. 
Therefore, if any trouble is 


to occur at the convention it is being plan- 
ned with great secrecy, and certainly 
does not have the public endorsement of 
the men capable of conducting a system- 
atic fight. It is to be regretted that the 
matter of the District Attorney nomination 
entered into the case at all, though Mr. 
DuBBois had a right to adopt his own 
course in prosecuting his campaign. In 
justice to Joseph W. Shelly, Esq., his 
opponent, it should be said that be has 
held aloof 
from 
all participation in 


factional disputes, and has advocated har- 
mony from the beginning, and while he 
has been charged with being the "ring" 
candidate by the anti-Quayites, he has cer- 
tainly done nothing to forfeit the respect 
or confidence of either faction.

The silver men will favor the can- 
didacy of Mr. Long, and are already inti- 
mating that precedent and justice de- 
mand his nomination. It appears, how- 
ever, that^Mr. Ross is really anxious to 
secure the nomination, and has announced 
that in case Mr. Long steps aside be will 
be a candidate. 
It is believed that his 


nomination would] please Judge Yerkes, 
but unfortunately the Judge is not a man 
of wide influence in the Bryaniate side of 
the camp. Therefore it is possible that 
there may be some feeling evinced before 
the matter is settled.

ublost Democrats this country has ever 
produced.

NORRISTOWN 
CORRESPONDENCE. 


NoRltiSTOWK, PA , Aug. 28,1900. 


In a drive through tbls section of the county 


last Sunday, I observed two phenomena, pecu- 
liar and unprecedented in the atinalu ot my time 
—ttie uniform and universal superiority of tho 
corn crop over that of any preceding year since 
my ear Kent recollection. Never before did I see, 
without some exceptions, a good btq, full produc- 
tion on everv farm, large and small, wherever I 
went, and I took a wide circuit and made a crlti. 
cal survey of every field. The other phenomenal 
characteristic constated In the great number of 
trees In every direction, and along every road, 
tuat 
had been struck with 
lightning or 


broken do* n by the storms. Little tornadoes, 
sometimes entirely local, have brought down 
great oaks and hicitory trees that have defied 
the winds and lightnings for sixty years to my 
knowledge, and perhaps for a period jnot as long 
before I was bom. For it Is to be noted that the 
shattered trunks show that In nearly every In- 
stance the tree was ancient and somewhat doted, 
partially rotten, worm eaten or decayed—espe- 
cially the cherry and apple trees. Too much 
neglect In cutting oil dead or diseased branches 
Is the cause of this. The poplar trees, so beau- 
tiful and so much admired and cherished by our 
ancestors, sutler most from this neglect 
One 


reason for this want of care with the stately 
poplars la their great) height. It Is difficult to 
apply the pruning hook, or to climb up to the 
hlgutr branches to cut away the dead and dying 
limbs. The poplars should surround every houue 
and barn In the country, and all the approaches 
ta the buildings, for they are the surest protec- 
tion to them from the lightning. But they are, 
as a rule, generally allowed to carry their de- 
cayed branches 'till dlseaje destroys the whole 
tree,

The^elds around here are bespattered with 


the spnnters of trees that have fallen since the 
Intensely heatodspell in August began. A tough 
old hickory on Albert Orawlord's farm near Au- 
dubon has been twlatou ort like a stick of kind- 
ling wood, and everywhere elms, oaks and In- 
numerable fruit trees have been destroyed with 
a regularity ot an Intention and design 
I know 


tuat the storm is natuie'8 mode ot removing rot 
ten wood Irom her torcst trees, ard cultivated 
timber and orchard lands, but tbls summer she 
seems to have exercised her power not only to 
prune but to devastate and destroy. We mast 
learn a lesson from this revelation, and that u> 
to examine our trees, to watch them with care, 
to remove them In time to prevent loss of lite to 
man or beast and to wash them from all un- 
cleanness and Insidious toes. 11 a tree Is worth 
preserving it la worth attention, If not of any 
use by reason of decay or old age. It should be 
hewed down and utilized lor oven fires or tur- 
naces of auy kind. I believe we have no wood 
stoves now-a-days, but they should not be lefc 
standing along the road side to endanger the lives 
ot travelers caught In the storms. We have 
many trees in Horrlstown that are more than 
halt dead yet they are permitted to stand a terror 
to every one who knows ol their unsound condi- 
tion.

We had a dog-catcher in Norristown in July 


and early August and he cleaned out the curs to 
the great satisfaction ot our citizens. A week or 
so ago he was discharged. But last week thir- 
teen children were bitten by a little mad dog, 
and now the dog-oatcher Is again in requisition. 
All dogs are not rabid, but all are dangerous In 
extremely hot weather. The people are again 
excited and aroused, and demand that the streets 
aboil be cleaned of the canine rac J. No dog will 
be allowed to run at large unless accompanied 
by his master or is muzzled.

threeterrittc ones on Sunday and the town was 
deluged. In the country, along the Perklomen 
where I was, there was only one heavy down-fall 
of rain, which made no appreciable rise In the 
streams, but at the county seat It was a terror 
to behold, I am Informed. Shower alter shower 
poured down and every avenue was a canal. 
Only the streets that are paved were saved trom 
destruction as highways lor horsee and wagons.

liquors have been or are violated; and 
whenever any such officer shall learn of 
any such violation, it shall be his duty to 
forthwith make written returns of the 
same to the Court of Quarter Sessions. 
Mr. Booz alleges as a reason for resigning 
his office that the Court charged him with 
ignorance or dishonesty in not returning 
offences. 
To all who heard the instruc- 


tions of the Court it is unnecessary to say 
that this is an inexcusable perversion of 
what was said.

"He futher recites that he has not re- 


turned cases, at least this is the inference, 
because Mr. Gilkeson always appears as 
attorney for the other side. We have noth- 
ing to do with his grievances with Mr. 
Gilkeson. If the Constable had returned 
the cases to Court, instead of attempting 
to run them before a Bristol Justice, the 
complaint could not have been made. 
If 


the District Attorney has overlooked his 
duty, the court will enforce it upon him. 


"In relation to violations of the law by 


druggists, to which his attention was di- 
rected by the Court, Mr. Booz admits by 
inquiry that he has since learned the facts 
of the case. We have no record that af- 
ter having received this information Mr. 
Booz has complied with the law by return- 
ing the case to Court. 
Again Mr. Gilke- 


son is made Mr. Booz's bug-a-boo as an 
excuse for neglecting his duty, and Mr. 
Booz impertinently suggests 
that the 


Court in calling his attention to the case 
intended to shield offenders and witnesses. 


In relation to Mr. Booz's appeal to the 


Court for information upon which he 
could make his return with safety from 
criticism, he is informed that the law 
(Joes not make the Court a cloak behind 
which the Constables can hide, and it is 
neither informant or witness. 
On the 


contrary the Act imposes the duty upon 
the Court to see that the Constable does 
his duty. It declares if it be found upon 
examination and inquiry by uaid Court that 
any Constable has either wilfully or negli- 
gently omited to leturn all such houses and 
the names and propiietors thereof, he 
shull be guilty of wilfully or negligently 
making a false return and the Court shall 
suspend him from office and direct the 
District Attorney to indict and try said 
officer, and if found guilty he shall be 
fined a sum not exceeding $500 and under- 
go an imprisonment, either simple 
or 


solitary, not exceeding two years, both or 
either, in the discretion of the Court. 
Insomuch as Mr. Booz's own communica- 
tion confesses several instances of viola- 
tions of the law as require this action by 
the Court, we cannot accept his resigna- 
tion of office. His suspension and prosecu- 
tion will be deferred, pending his return 
to the September Term of Court. 


"Mr. Boo? requests that his communica- 


tion be given to the newspapers. This 
cannot be done. We have other use for 
it. The District Attorney is the proper 
custodian of this remarkably self-crunin- 
ating document.''

THEY ARE THE MOST PECULIAR OF 


THE MOUNTAIN PHENOMENA. 


There U fcn Llabtnlnjc, Thunder or 


Rails. »»l Tfcer Make One'* «••«• 
B«wllr Mnisd tm End mad the Stamen 


1 «d»r «he Feet. 


Perhaps tlie most peculiar of the moun- 


tain phenomima are tbo so called electric- 
al storms. There Is no precipitation, no 
lightning, no thunder and •duunlly no 
wind, nothing to be beard and nothing 
to be seen >*cept tbe gathering clouds. 
But much nay be felt. 
Everything is 


charged Wiih tbe electric fluid. The1 
earth, the mr, the very stones and trees 
and oven human beings are full of It. 


A mining engineer visiting n tunnel lo- 


cated on a mountain aide nt an elevation 
of 13,200 feet describes his sensations 
during oia- »t these storms. All alone he 
was climbing up the trail to the tunnel, 
where he wished to examine a vein of 
ore. Great black clouds began to gather 
on the bullion and were soon rolling 
about the mountain) side below him. A 
calm prevailed; thenl an unnatural still- 
ness sermctl to be li the air. Steadily 
tbe clonus rolled up! tbe mountain side 
like a flood of black? water. The stones 
as he iteppttd on them began to crackle 
and snap like dry wiod in a fire. Realiz- 
ing theie unusual conditions, he hurried 
tc the sheltering tunnel above him. His 
hair full as if a sv/arm of flics had settled 
In tt. When be tiled to brush them away 
with his hand, b/e found each hair stand- 
ing almost Ktrajght. The stroking of his 
hate IncreaB.^B the peculiar sensations he 
«*pe_iiefl»X*i-rf and, tingling from head to 


the now thoroughly frightened man 


ran into the tnnne). 
No sooner had be passed the entrance 


than tbe peculiar sensations ceased. Aft- 
er resting awhile he went to the opening 
and^lscovered himself entirely surroand- 
Caby cloud* so black aud dense that bo 


/eonld icarcely sec five feet awny, al- 
^ though tbe hour was not Jar from noon. 


Stopping outside to investigate, he re- 
ceived a shock that sent him reeling back 
Into the tunnel, where be remained for 
over aa hour before the storm passed. 


Such electrical storms seem to be form- 


ed In etrntB. If a human being should 
make such connection as to draw the 
charge (torn one of the layers, he would 
Instantly l>e incinerated. This accident, 
ihcwerer, low never been known to occur. 
'Electrical storms prevail throughout the 
totmUln region, but the severest storms 
nt this nature are met only at the great 
altitude*. 
, , 
nil the severity of clecuScal 


•torras and thunder showers, It la a fact 
that humnn beings are seldom struck by 
lightning in the mountains. Death from 
that causo Is much more frequent on the 
plains bordering the ranges than in the 
mountain* themselves. 
• The most destructive form of mountain 
storm Is the so called cloudburst, when 
tbe rippling brook suddenly becomes a 
roaring river, carrying death and destruc- 
tion in its path. The noise made by a 
cloudburst has no parallel. 
Above the 


ramble nnd roar of a mass of rushing 
water is heard a grinding, groaning sound 
ojt falling trees, of slipping earth and roll- 
ing bowlders, while the banks of the 
stream fur above tbe danger line tremble 
M If in no earthquake. The senses are 


,,«* uumbed liy th» awful cataclysm, and it 


>'*®i neems to the spectator, although he Is on 
'-* * the high banks and out of actual danger, 


as If the very foundations of the earth 
had burst and judgment day was come. 
Tbe flood tosses about mighty trees and 
«-ock« as if they were'straws, the banks 
of tbe stream seem to dissolve before bin 
eyes, ami a feeling of awe at the irre- 
sistlble power of nature steals over the 
observer. Once witnessed, a cloudburst 
li never forgotten. 
In point of fact, however, there Is no 


inch thing as the bursting of a cloud. 
Tbe term "cloudburst" Is a convenient 
expression by which the result of a very 


win is designated. Nearly all the 


earth in the mountain re- 


ap either of rocks or adobe 


• in most cases has never 
cultivation and Is almost 
sudden heavy downpour 
„ 
The Consequence is that the 


mountains are cut up with arroyos, gullies 
and water courses and in the course of 
unnumbered ages into- mighty canyons 
which nitound the tourist. 


In an unusually heavy rainfall the 


great umu of water spread over a large 
area, Instead of sinking into the ground, 
is quickly accumulated In the beds of the 
streams, which rise rpany feet in a short 
time. When this accumulation is rapid 
enough nnd^&c—lay of the land" IB Just 
right. tU^toater rushes down the bed of 
tboffream in a solid wall and is called a 
oondbnist. 
The same precipitation in 


an open country or in one in which the 
Boll h«H been broken up by cultivation 
'would be called a heavy rainfall end 
would do no damage unless continued 
long enough for the streams to rise out of 
their bnriks and flood the country. 
' One of the most destructive storms of 
this nature, so far as Its manifold con- 
sequences are concerned, took place in 
the spring of 1864, when a cloudburst oc- 
curred at the headwaters of Cherry 
creek. This IB a small stream, dry most 
of the year, but notorious for Its eccen- 
tricities. It flows through Denver and 
empties hrto the 1'latte river within the 
confines of the city. Just at nightfall the 
water swept down this dry creek in a 
wall spld to have been ten feet in height, 
carrying everything before It. Many peo- 
ple were drowned, and many buildings 
were cashed away. All night long the 
creek flowed banktul of water that was 
thick with wreckage. People we-c res- 
rued during the night on rafts and im- 
provised boats. 


The most serious loss was the city hall, 


which was swept away by the water, to- 
gether with all the records on 61e there. 
These records included not only those of 
the state and city, but also the United 
State* land filings. The flood was fol- 
lowed l>y an era of land jnmpings, and a 
good many of the present fortunes in 
Denver date from that event. The aafe 
of the city hall was never found, although 
some relics of th&Jlood, Including a por- 
tion** thTWss of Xhe Rocky Mountain

If an Italian or a Spaniard happened 


to witness one of tlie ninny dagger epi- 
sodes of the Biitish stage he would 
neither hiss nor hoot-he would smile. 
For the stage dagger and the stage grip 
of it he would have nothing but con- 
tempt. 
it the render would know the reason of 


the foreigner's mirth, let him grasp a 
stout office rule in the same conventional 
fashion as the stage villain does his 
equally stagy weapon -aud swing it in 
the overhand thrust beloved of the the- 
atrical stabber. 
He will find that he cannot hit once in 


a score of times a postage stamp stuck 
on the wall at the height of an imaginary 
victim's bosom. 
The swinging arm is 


practically the radius of a circle, of 
which circle the blade forms a part. In- 
stead, therefore, of the point going un- 
erringly to its mark it moves in a curve, 
which almost invariably will throw it 
clear of the point aimed at. 
The expert's grip upon the dagger is a 


singular one, but it achieves Its object. 
He only takes the handle of the weapon 
with his thumb and first thtce fingers; 
the fourth he folds Into the palm of his 
hand. The folded "little finger," lying 
with its lowest section against the inside 
of the dagger handle, gives a slight out- 
ward thrust nnd corrects the tendency of 
the dagger point to swing lu a curve. 
Held this way, the dagger will hit tne 
postage stamp every time. 
But the stiletto, rather than the dag- 


ger, is the ideal weapon of the assassin. 
Kew people know what the true stiletto 
is like, and fewer still how it is manipu- 
lated. In the first place, it has no hilt, 
only a wooden handle, resembling that of 
the common chisel, but without the brass 
band. 
The blade—if blade it can be 


called—Is n slender, three cornered thing, 
except for the rough texture, very like a 
file. 
. . , 
When the ill fated empress of Austria 


was stabbed, the statement crept into 
some newspapers that she had actually 
been wounded with a file. A stiletto, 
of course, was used, but it was probably 
quite unfamiliar to many of the news- 
paper correspondents. 


The stiletto handle la held In the palm, 


with the thin blade pointing outward and 
upward. 
No force is needed; none in- 


deed could be exerted in such a position. 
But the single teirible "poke" in the liver 
or the stomach is more than sufficient. It 
was from such a wound that President 
Carnot died. The stiletto is practically 
useless except as the tool of the assassin 
and as such would be made an illegal ar- 
ticle, save in museums and similar collec- 
tions. 
Only one form of cutting weapon is 


properly held in the conventional stage 
fashion, and that is thp teirible Spanish 
knife, used bv the southern peasant for 
slicing his onions aud his enemies. 
But 


this is employed in slashing crosscuts 
and not, as a rule, in stabbing.—London 
Mail.

dies generally from the cessation of the 
heart's functioning, whatever the more 
remote cause may have been. The nerve 
cells may have ceased to act, the muscles 
may have been worn out or the heart 
may have been directly attacked by 
acute or chronic disease. But in any case 
want of oxygen is the determining factor 
except in the case of poisoning with prus- 
gic acid, in which case the whole body is 
dead before the heart ceases to beat. 


In eveiy other case the cessation of the 


heart's'action comes first, the general 
death of the body afterward. 
Before 


the heart ceases to function conscious- 
ness ceases. 
Even in the most awful 


death known, death by burning, mortal 
ity is rendered painless at an early stage 
by suffocation. 
It is the first moment 


of experience of the heat that is so ter- 
rible. We think in imagination that we 
could never endure it and wonder how 
martyrs faced it with such calm. 


But, apart from their state of spiritual 


ecstasy, their sufferings were soon mer 
cifully ended by nature herself, which 
appears to set very real limits to physical 
torture. Thus Livingstone when seized 
by a lion tells us that he felt little pain 
or apprehension, while Dr. Alfred Russei 
Wallace asserts that the seeming trage- 
dies of animate nature, such as the killing 
of birds by beasts of prey, are not at all 
so awful as they appear in our imagina- 
tion. 
We see with painful vividness the out- 


ward fact, but we do not see the merciful 
anodyne furnished by nature. So is it at 
a deathbed. The observers see the clam- 
my brow, the gasping for breath, the rig- 
or mortiii, sometimes the contorted fea- 
tures—all painful to behold. But, with 
perhaps the exception of the difficult res- 
piration, the dying man knows nothing of 
this, and before he has actually expired 
nature has given him a relief which the 
dearest friend or most skillful physician 
could not have impaired. There are also 
forms of death in which long before death 
arrives the "will to live" has ceased, the 
patient resigns himself, and life gradually 
sinks to a vanishing point. Thus death 
is physically and psychologically painless. 
—Spectator.

Cipher That Prove* It Wa» None Oth- 


er Than Shakeapeare. 


Though Ignatius Donnelly, through the 


wondeiful discovery of the Bacon cipher, 
may have proved to his own satisfaction 
that Shakespeare did not write the plays 
credited to him for thiee centuries, he has 
not robbed the bard of Avon of literary 
honor, for another cipher proves just as 
conclusively that Shakespeare wrote the 
psalms. 
Of course this is a joke, but 


there is as much evidence to support it 
as there is to support Donnelly's theory. 


In Shakespeare's name lies the key to 


this wonderful cryptogram. As Mr. Don- 
nelly says, the spelling "Shakespeare" 
was the poet's nom de plume, while 
"Shnkespere" was his name, an evident 
change from "Shakespcar." In each ol 
the two spellings last given are ten let- 
ters—four vowels and six consonants. 
Combine these two figures, and we have 
the number 46, the key to the mystery. 


Turning to the forty-sixth psalm in the 


revised version, it is fouud that the psalm 
is divided into three portions, each one 
ending with "sclah." 
Remember the 


number—40. 


Counting 40 words from the beginning 


of the psalm, one reads the word "shake" 
in the first portion, and counting 46 worda 
from the end of the psalm oue reaches 
the woid "spear." 
There is "Shake- 


spear" as plainly as letteis can make it. 


Now turn to the middle portion of the 


psalm and apply the rule of averages. 
To get this average one goes to the mid- 
dle verse, which is the sixth, as it has 
five verses on each side of it. 
Observe 


the significant C, the last figure of our 
key number. Now, '6 in Roman letters 
is "VI," and so one looks for a word in 
the verse that has the letters v aud i in 
it. There 1s only one—"voice." 


What can be plainer than that it is 


Shakespeare's voice speaking to ua from 
the jjaulms?—New York Herald.
